He was imprisoned first at KRONSHTADT FORTRESS and then 6ent to KIEV. 

People talked that hcj.ms sent by the nationalists from abroad but neither 
his sister nor his brother-in-law had been arrested. MATVI YEYKO 1 S brother 
in-law is a former catholic priest who had convdtted to Orthodoxy. 

He continues his practice as a priest until' new. 

Matviyeyko’s sister visited recently KATVinr*' *0 twice in .,ev* Source knew 
all that from people, close to Matviyeyko •© Source did not. think' 

MATVIYEYKO was work.. v i£ for tne ICGB before his arrival to the Ukraine in 
1951 and thought he v.~s just one of the victims caught by the KGB.
